a group of ex-purgees including former military officers. The leader of the 
group is «x-Colonel HATTORI Takushiro (2591/6752/0587/0943/6745).... 

2. TSOJI Uasanobu ( /2973/020?) has been chosen as the front man for the group, 

and is reportedly under HATTORI 's control* Not a member of the group, but closely 
associated with IMOTO (lUOTO Kumao ( 0064/2609 A966/7l60))^ is former Hear 
Admiral SHIBAIAUA Shlba (2693/1472/0674/7456), who has close connections with Third 
Force Chinses* S^pathetic with the aims of the group are: *«* *0GATA Taketora **., 
3* The origizial plan of the group was to engineer a coup d'etat, including the 
assassination of Prime Minister TOSHIBA Shigeru, on account of his hostile atti- 
tude toward depurgees and nationalists. The group hoped to replace TOSHIBA as 
Prime Minister with HATOTAMA Ichiro ( 7682/1472/0001/6 745 )•* . 

4. The group is now amendable to postponing the coup as long as the Liberal Party 
recains in power, or even if SHIGEMITSU Uamoru (6850/0342/5525), president of 
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the Progressive Party, should became Prime ‘Minister, Ultimately they hope 

to succeed in having OGA.TA Taketora made Prime Minister once the rightists
